ASTORIA'S STRIKE. 

Over Five Hundred Troops on the Scene cf 
the Fishermen's Troubles. 

Astoria, Or., June 19. -Col. Sum- 
meis, with his command of seven com- 
panies of the First regiment, 0. N. G., 
and two three-inch Gatling guns, arrived 
on the steamer Harvest Queen about 
10:i!0 o'clock yesterday morning. A 
large crowd gathered at the 0. R. A N. 
dock, where the troops were landed. 
Widely different views are expressed by 
the people, to most of whom the arrival 
of the militia was a surprise. Those in 
favor of law and order have ex- 
pressed unbounded relief that protection 
lias arrived. The radical element of the 
fishermen are inclined to treat, the mat- 
ter witlt ridicule and contempt. On the 
sidewalk in front of their headquarters 
and in several other localities appears 
the legend in chalk, " -I '...-cent. Militia." 
Col. Summers and his aides, after in- 
specting various localities, arranged to 
gp inlo camp upon the courthouse and 
custom house squares, which face each 
other in the centre ol" the city. 
The county officers have offered 
use of rooms for headquarter pur- 
poses, and Collector of Customs Page 
tendered use of the customs house. The 
canneries this morning posted notice 
that they would pay l'j cents for lish 
and guarantee protection to those who 
want to go out. Other troops are expect- 
ed. The number of militia here to-night 
is over 500. Several special police have 
been sworn in and placed on duty. 
Sheriff Hare has extra deputies patrol- 
ling the river at night. 

The fishermen have a stronger cause 
than they had, all through the had man- 
agement of the combine. The cry of 
boodle is .being raised by both sides. 
Some of the union men claim thaL sev- 
eral of the leaders have sold out. The 
dinners' combine has weakened a great 
deal. Owing to the change in the situa- 
tion it is impossible to state if any of 
the men will go out at 4 '.j cents. The 
merchants, fearing a boycott, have been 
signing a petition to have the militia 
recalled. 



LI HUNG CHANG. 

His Admiration of the German Troops Re- 
viewed Before Him at Potsdam. 

Bkrmn, June 10.— It is said that Li 
Hung Chang, after a review of the troops 
at Potsdam, exclaimed to Emperor Wil- 
liam : "With ten such battalions I 
should have annihilated the Jap- 
anese in one stroke." In an 
interview with members of the 
press, Li Hung Chang denied that 
there was a secret treaty be- 
tween Russia and China, but be ad- 
mitted that a Russian railway would 
be built through Manchuria, though it 
would not impair the Chinese sover- 
eignty. The Chinese import duties, he 
said, would be increased to meet the 
charges of the last loan. China was not 
adverse to contracting a new loan, and 
hould the negotiations proceed favor- 
ably, China would not place obstacles in 
the way of railway construction. China 
herself", he added, intends to build sev- 
eral lines ot railway. 



BRITISH TRADE 



Significant Remarks by Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

London, June IS. — Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, chancellor of the exchequer, 
made an address to-day to a meeting of 
bankers and merchants at the Mansion 
House. In the course of his speech be 
said that he believed the time had come 
when there was a common need to sweep 
away customs barriers, and that the colo- 
nies would see that their manufacturers 
would not he ruined by free trade with 
Great Britain. " And we might pee," 
continued 1 he speaker, "that our pres- 
ent customs tariff is not such a divine 
institution that it' is absolutely perfect 
and unsusceptible of modification." Re- 
garding bimetallism, Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach said : " ( >ur credit is based on the 
gold standard which 1 think a vast 
majority of bankers and merchants think 
should be maintained.

Mr. Chamberlain Favors Their Re-

Outrageous Treatment of Prisoners 
in Servia— Affairs in Crete- 
Venezuelan Kef u ge es . 



London, June 17.— It is announced 
that Rt. Hon. Mr. Chamberlain, col- 
onial secretary, is so much interested in 
the colonial congress that he has de- 
cided that should any responsible colony 
request another congress next year, pro- 
vided it formulates the points it de- 
sires discussed, he will summon the con- 
gress. The Pacific cable congiess con- 
tinued its labors to-day with closed 
doors, tis before, and at the close of the 
sitting adjourned for a fortnight. 

A dispatch received in Paris from 
Tunis this evening, announces that a 
report, is current, there that the Marquis 
de Mores, well known in New Vork and 
the western part of the United States, 
with a party of -15 men, has been killed 
south of Tripoli. It is added that all 
those who accompanied the Marquis 
were massacred. He was on his way, 
according to the report, to the Soudan 
in order to enlist an Arab chieftain 
against the British. 

President Crespo of Venezuela has is- 
sued a proclamation inviting political 
refugees to return to Venezuela. He 
will instruct the Venezuela consuls 
abroad to furnish free passage in cases 
in which they are needed. 

In order to displace American flour, a 
Singapore dispatch to the Times renorts 
that the Manila Chamber of Commerce 
asks for protect ion on wheat growing in 
the highlands of the Philippines. It is 
also proposed to boycott American pe- 
troleum. 

The Paris authorities have captured 
the murderers of the Baroness Novalles 
who was found strangled at her home 
yesterday afternoon in this city. Three 
youths have been arrested for the crime. 
The chief culprit is named La Guenis 
and is seventeen years old. He was 
formerly employed as an errand boy by 
the Baroness who was eighty-two years 
old, and who was notorious as a miser, 
money lender and usurer. The youth- 
ful criminals had robbed the old woman 
and had spent the proceeds in the Latin 
quarter. 

The Governor of the Island of Crete 
has convoked the Cretan assembly. 
The Governor-General of Crete has tele- 
graphed the porte that the Christians 
burned the houses and olive trees of the 
Mussulmans of Hanuofr and destroyed 
one mosque by dynamite. 

A Belgrade "dispatch says the royal 
commission which went to Posarevac to 
investigate the cruelties in the prison 
there, report that the prison keepers are 
guilty of many revolting crimes. Many 
political prisoners were found in dun- 
geons with their hands withered, they 
having been hung up by the hands for 
weeks at a time. The tongues ot others 
had been cut out and twenty were with- 
out ears and noses. One woman had 
been held before a hot fire and slowly 
roasted for withholding information. 
The King was so enraged when he heard 
the report that it was with difficulty 
that his ministers prevented him from 
going to Posarevac and personally pun- 
ishing the prison officers. 

A despatch from Vienna to the Stan- 
dard says the international commission 
tuts decided to discontinue the annual 
feed and grain market, owing to the 
foreign merchants' objection to meet in 
anti-Semitic Vienna. The fair will 
probably he transferred to Buda Pesth. 

The Press Association announces that 
there is reason to believe that both the 
colonial office and the foreign office have 
received official reports of a Venezuelan 
incursion into the territory in dispute 
between Venezuela and British Guiana. 

The Coronation stakes, value 2,000 
sovereigns, was won by the Duke of 
Westminster's Helm; the Prince of 
Wales' Thais 2nd, and Lord Ellestnere's 
Miss Fraser 3rd. 

In the Northern lawn tennis tourna- 
ment here yesterday W. A. Lamed, the 
American player, was opposed by C. II. 
Casalet, of Manchester, in the first 
round of the gentlemen's single cham- 
pionship. Lamed opened in weak style 
but rapidly improved, and at the end of 
the first set had gained full confidence 
in himself. His low drives nonplussed 
Casalet, and Lamed won by 6-3,6-3, 6-1. 

Deputations of the mayors of all the 
towns of South Africa waited upon Presi- 
dent Kruger on Sunday to thank hint 
for hiB clemency to the convicted re- 
formers. President Kruger pointed to 
the Bible, with the remark that there 
was bis guide. He then referred to 
Cecil Rhodes, wdio, he said, was acting 
as if he were eggintr on a dog fight. He 
who caused the trouble was still un- 
punished. 

The Chronicle understands that the 
subject of the inaugural address of Lord 
Russell at the meeting of the American 
Bar Association at Saratoga, in August, 
will be international law, and that it 
will largely be a discussion of the inter- 
national arbitration question.

WRECKED AT SEA. 

The Passenger Steamship " Drummond 
Castle" Lost With All on Board. 

London, June 17. — A telegram has 
been received at the Admiralty office 
from the commander of the warehip 
Sybille respecting the loss of the Drum- 
mond Castle. The contents of the tele- 
gram have not been divulged, but it 
appears that the boats of the 
Sybille were lowered and every- 
thing possible was done to save life. 

Brest, June 17. — As the day wore on 
the hope of rescuing any great number 
of survivors of the Drunitnond Castle 
began to disappear, particularly when a 
despatch from Ushant, this evening, 
announced that the steamship did not 
sink as the result of a collision with an 
unknown vessel, but through running 
oil a sunken rock while hugging the 
French coast too closely after heading 
towards the British Channel from the 
Bav of Biscay. 

Ushant is an important lighthouse and 
signal station on a small island of that 
name off the coast of Britanny and 
twenty-six miles northwest of this port. 
Near it are a number ol" small islands, 
including St. Michael's, Conquest and 
others of lesser importance. Ail these 
islands are being searched for survivors 
of the Drummond Castle, hat as she 
sank and disappeared entirely in 
about three minutes after striking the 
rock, there is not much hope of finding 
many, if any, of the passengers or crew 
alive. Only two boats, it appears, were 
launched from the steamship, owing to 
the rapidity with which she filled, and 
one of these is believed to have been 
capsized. 

According to seafaring men here, the 
Drummond Castle while going at full 
speed, must have struck on a ledge of 
rock .vhich extended seaward a short 
distance from Ushant and the blow must 
have been severe enough to rip open the 
greater part of her bottom. It is thought 
she must have slid over the rocks wdiile 
in this damaged condition and must 
have sunk almost like lead in the deep 
water on the other side of them, all her 
water tight compartments having been 
torn open while passing over the ledge. 
This is the only explanation which can 
be furnished here of the almost 
unprecedented short time in . 
which the steamship sank. This 
also accounts for the few people saved, 
as a majority of those on board must 
have been asleep in their berths at the 
time the vessel struck. Later in the 
day the officials of the Castle line of 
steamships issued a statement saying 
that the Drummond Castle had been 
wrecked by striking on some rockB off 
Ushant and not by being sunk in col- 
lision with an unknown steamer as at 
first reported from Ushant. 

It has been ascertained that the rock 
on which the Drummond Castle struck 
was' very near the Island of Molene, 
which is about half way between Ushant 
and the mainland of France. Six bodies 
which have been thus far recovered were 
washed ashore on the Island of Ushant. 

The Standard states that it hits learned 
from the colonial office that among the 
passengers on the Drummond Castle 
were many who had taken part in the 
recent events in South Africa. 



UNITED STATES POLITICS. 

Cleveland's Gold Standard Letter— The Vote 
at St. Louis a Decided Victory for 
McKinley. 

London, June 18. - The Times, in com- 
menting upon tiie assertions made by 
its New York correspondent, says: 
President Cleveland's letter (calling 
upon the gold standard Democrats to 
make a fight for their principles) is very 
sensible, but it is a trifle tame. Our 
correspondent calls it " despondent." 
The epithet doubtless reflects the im- 
pression produced upon almost every- 
body who read it and reflected upon the 
apparent position of the Democrats. 
Regarding Mr. W. C. Whitney 's change 
of plans and his determination to at- 
tend the Chicago convention, the Times 
suggests that the brilliant feat of Mr.. 
Piatt in restoring the gold battle with 
such marvellous celerity may have mov- 
ed him to endeavor to emulate a similar 
feat with similar means. Now that the 
large and influential gold section of the 
Democrats, with its great resources 
moral and material, has got a capable 
and energetic leader, they may yet 
achieve a similar success. Yesterday's 
vote at St. Louis was a decisive victory 
for McKinley. With such a majority be 
ought to be elected on the first ballot. 



Free Election Fight. 

Ottawa, June 17. — A free fight which 
lasted an hour, and the police were not 
able to stop, took place at Ottawa county 
nominations yesterday. 

Presbyterian General Assembly. 
Toronto, June 17. — The Presbyterian 
general assembly decided to meet next 
year in St. Andrew's church, Winnipeg, 
the Canadian Pacific having offered a 
single fare. 

Brutal Murder at Seguin Falls. 

Parry Sound, June 17. — A most 
brutal murder was committed ut Seguin 
Falls. Two men having the appearance 
of tramps reached Seguin last Friday, 
having walked, they said, from Kearney 
Point, where a railroad is under con- 
struction. They applied at a house for 
a night's lodging, but were refused, and 
were seen no more, but on Monday the 
dead body of one of them wits found 
shoved under a barn. The head was 
badly battered as if by a club. The 
other 7nan was not found at once, but 
the report comes from a village near 
Seguin that he has been captured and 
charged with murder.

Brantfokd, June 17.— (Special)— Nia- 
gara Falls, Thorold, St. Catharines and 
Brantford were the places at which Sir 
Charles Tupper spoke yesterday, and the 
scenes of enthusiasm which have 
marked every meeting held by the 
Premier since he recommenced his tour, 
were repeated. In Brantford, where 
the Premier spoke last night, ami which 
hitherto has had the reputation of beinjj 
a Liberal stronghold, the demonstration 
given to Sir Charles and his colleague, 
Dr. Montague, indicates an overwhelm- 
ing revulsion of feeling amongst the 
electors. Four thousand people were 
crowded into the drill hall, while nearly 
four thousand more failed to secure ad- 
mittance. 

Montreal, .Tune 17. — (Special) — A 
demonstration in honor of lion. Wil- 
fred Laurierand Sir Oliver Mowat was 
held in the Duluth street rink on Mon- 
day night, and was attended by about 
six thousand people. The Liberal leader 
had lost his voice, and spoke only 
about fifteen minutes, when Sir Oliver 
was introduced. The meeting was ex- 
clusively French-Canadian, and as the 
" little premier" had been presented to 
the masses as " the Saviour of t heir race " 
and high up in the honor roll of na- 
tional celebrities, there was immense 
disappointment when he began to speak 
English and could he heard only by 
about two hundred and understood by 
naif that number. "En Francaisl" was 
heard from all parts of the hall, and Mr.

He 
spoke for about -0 minutes and told of 
Mr. Laurier's coming victory, and said 
he would be happy to take office after 
June 23.

CROPS IN MANITOBA. 

Prospects Are of the Brightest — A Decreased 
Area Under Cultivation. 

Winnipeg, June 17.— (Special)— The 
Manitoba crop bulletin, No. -Ill, the first 
of the year, containing information 
based on returns to the department 
made by correspondents under date of 
Juno 1, is out to-day. The bulletin 
gives the following as the estimated area 
under crop for the province: Wheat, 
1,081,900 acres ; oats, 443,4 15 acres ; bar- 
lev, l'-7,SS5 acres. The total area un- 
der all crops is 1,696,583 acres, while that 
of last year was 1,887,7%, showing a de- 
crease "of 191,213 acres. Not since 188;!, 
when crop bulletins were first issued by 
this department has there been such a 
wet season for seeding. The Red River 
valley and all the low lying districts 
have Buffered on account of too much 
rain. Notwithstanding, however, the 
late opening of spring, and the con- 
tinued rains in April and the early part, 
of May, the area under crop, although 
less than that of 1895, which was ao- 
normally high on account of the exceed- 
ingly favorable time for seeding, is an 
increase of more than 100,000 acres over 
1894. The crop prospects at present are 
of the brightest.

Gentlemen:— The Dominion Elections are at

Oonseiva'lves 
are the most corrupt government on the face ol 
the earth. Mince I k 'Ji » a find I hat tne govern- 
ment has been gradually reducing 'he tnriil 
upon all articles that are in general u^c by the 
working classes in the country. « e see in the 
Finance Minister's Budget speech (Hon. Mr 
Foster) that the articles such as tea, cofl'ee and 
tin were entered free ol duty, which means 
that the government were considering the in 
tercsts ol the masses,, and we find right along, 
vear by villi', duties struck nil articles which 
were ii great burden lo the people; and we are 
promised that the same policy will be continued 
until we have every article in general use re- 
duced so that we will have just, enough pro 

or anv oihoi e'ouiurv. from gelling any undue 
advantage over us. "We are nil aware that the 
policy ol the Cubed Stales Is a high protective 
one. ' They are not ill favor ol reciprocity, 
prelereni'nl mule they care nothing about, 
unless it is to their advantage. They will give 
no preference to us. and what are the Liberal 
party advocating— free trade, free trade, a turtlf 
for revenue: In fact, when we find the Liberals 
at their best their policy Is nothing mure than 
what the Liberal. Conservatives are carrying 
out at present. Hear what wo have from due 
of our local Liberal papers; 

"A tariff readjustment docs not mean the 
wanton destruction of the industries for the 
mere sake ol carrying out a revolutionary pro- 
gramme. The object is to help the industries 
of the country." 

And yet on the other hand we hear them 
orylng from one end of the country lo tho other, 
the policv of the Liberal Conservatives in pro- 
tecting our natural Industries is giving the 
manufacturers all the benefits— that tbey are 
the only ones reaping the rich harvest. It is 
impossible for any government to become per- 
leotin n vear. or even 20 years. They are finding 
•.lit daily what is the best for the great massol 
the people, mid I am glad to see that there are 
such promising signs that they will be returned 
to power by an overwhelming majority. To 
tnose ol us who have lived under the reign of 
the Liberal Conservative government, during 
tiie last 17 years, and w ho have felt the great 
benefits by the gradual reduction ot the tarill', 
no argument to the contrary will convince us 
that free trade will be a change for 1 be better. 
I say Canada for the Canadians first, last and all 
the time. 

The Manitoba School Question is the subject 
that the Liberal party are expecting to ride 
into power by. On this question 1 desire to 
give m v humble judgment, so that those who 
have given this undesirable question little 
consideration may see that British fair play 
will orevail at last. When Manitoba received 
her Constitution in 1S70, the rights of Manitoba 
were protected by law. Tho minority at that 
lime were the Protestants. Alter a number of 
years ibe separate schoolsdld not give justice 
to all. They were found to be a great burden 
on the poor "farmers and the taxation became 
heavier on one portion of the people than the 
other. The schools were not up to the standard 
of our public schools, the teachers were below 
the standard, n Fjiirit of dissatisfaction reigned 
amongst the majority, who had by this time 
become Protestants, and the Manitoba Legis- 
lature passed the StateSchools Act. In passing 
that act I consider that they did not give the 
minority that consideration that tho Maritime 
and Eastern provinces had done. That was the 
right time the question should have been 
settled. After six j ears litigation ve find that 
it has become a national question. Remedial 
legislation as brought In by the government 
lias not been endorsed by the country. The 
Liberal party have been divided on the ques- 
tion as well ns the Conservatives, and the con- 
clusion that the wisest men in the country 
have come to is that the Mnnitobn Legislature 
will have to settle the matter in an honorable 
mnnner to al 1 concerned. I could not support 
Remedial Legislation as brought In by the 
government, but would support any measure 
to give jus'ice to all concerned, so longasthe 
public school system Is kept intact. Hon. Mr. 
Laurier, while in B.C., said on two occasions 
while here that we had the 6e»f school system in 
the country, and commended our province 
highly on its advanced school system. Having 
such testimony (and I believe he meant all he 
said) I have no hesitation in saying we have 
about as perfect a school system as there is in 
any country. 

In coming to provincial matters I believe \ye 
are on the threshold of a prosperous future. 
Our mineral rcsouices, irom our borders to the 
Arctic Ocean, indicate that we have untold 
wealth within our reach. BJ'ing alive to those 
facts, it is our duty to advertise our resources; 
to encourage English capital to come and de- 
velop our mines of precious metals. The federal 
and provincial governments must do their 
parts also, and It will be the duly of the mem- 
bers elected to Ottawa to see that justice is done. 

I am In favor ol the subsidizing of the C.W.R. 
to a reasonable extent, and endorse the action 
ol tho B.C. government on tins question. 

The extension ol the E. & X. It. should he 
carried out at once, and the necessary appro- 
priation should have been granted at the last 
session of our Dominion Parliament. 

The farmers of our district will require the 
earnest attention of the local member consider 
ing the scattered condition in which they are 
placed along our coast, and ou this Island. 

Markets require to bo established In all our 
principal cilics, facilities for getting to those 
markets, and reasonable rates by railway and 
steamers should he given. As the government 
have to assist in this line, it is only reasonable 
to expect that they will grant every facility lu 
their power, and which 1 shall feel It my duty 
to urge, should 1 have the honor to he elected. 

Our Postal system requires investigation, The 
growing needs of all parts of oor district by 
railways and steamers are not what we require. 
The member for the district will be held respon- 
sible ill future for attention'to our various needs. 
Considering our geogiaphical condition 1 con- 
sider that we will require best consideration 
the Dominion government can give, by making 
liberal appropriations for public buildings, and 
for improving our coasts and harbors. 

Having been 17 years amongst you I consider 
I have a practical knowledge ol the various 
wants of our district. If elected I will devote 
my whole lime to working lor the best interests 
of nil; to unite and bind together all classes, and 
capital and labor In all its branches, and will 
not commit myself on any great measure 
brought before parliament, without consulting 
the electors of the dlsti let. In conclusion, I nsk 
for the support of all who desire the prosperity 
of our country.

SELF-CONVICTED. 

The Times very consistently says Hint 
no argument is needed to prove that the 
National Policy lias been a complete fail- 
ure. Our contemporary either cannot 
arijue or will not argue, li it were am- 
enable to reason it might think that it 
is rather singular that many thousands 
of intelligent men of all classes ami oc- 
cupations in this Dominion are of opin- 
ion that the National Policy has heen 
successful, and, moreover, that the wel- 
fare of the people of the Dominion de- 
pends upon it being continued. If the 
Times is right these thousands of Cana- 
dians are intensely Stupid and do not pos- 
sess even in an average degree the power 
of reasoning; and consequently those 
who try to convince the believers 
in the National Policy that they are in 
error, are attempting to do what is im- 
possible. 

It does not require a great deal of dis- 
cernment to see that by taking this 
ground the Times convicts itself and 
every newspaper and politician of the 
Grit party o( lolly, for they have for 
many years been trying by all sorts of 
arguments to convince the protectionists 
and those who are not protectionists that 
the National Policy is a failure. But 
the Liberal party of this Dominion, the 
Times to the contrary notwithstanding, 
has not been composed of fools, who 
wasted their time in trying to do what 
was needless, It is far easier to believe 
that the Times finds the arguments in 
favor of the National Policy are so strong 
that it is impossible to meet them, than 
to conclude that the whole Grit party has 
all these years been working to no pur- 
pose, beating the air so to speak. To 
argue where no argument is needed, 
even the Times itself must see, is great 
foolishness. 



THE TRUE COERCTONISTS. 

The members of the Grit opposition 
group denounce remedial legislation as 
coercion. In this they are joined by the 
McCarthyites, who agree with them in 
little else. It has been proved beyond 
the shadow of a doubt by his own utter- 
ances that Mr, Laurier is as much in 
favor of remedial legislation as Sir 
Charles Tapper is. He has said that if 
conciliatory means fail resort must then 
be had to the remedy contained in the 
Constitution, and Mr. Greenway, Pre- 
mier ol Manitoba, only the other 
day said that he would never 
consent to the restoration of sepa- 
rate schools in the province. 
There is, therefore, no chance of Mr. 
Limner's restoring Buparate schools to 
the Manitoba minority without remedi- 
al legislation. The Grit candidates in 
Quebec openly and loudly declare that 
they are bound to help Mr. Laurier re- 
store the separate schools to the Mani- 
toba minority. Mr. Geoffrion, the ablest 
French Canadian lawyer in the Grit 
ranks, is a candidate for election. If he 
is returned and his party is successful 
lie will doubtless he a member of Mr. 
Lnurier's cabinet. What does he eay 
about remedial legislation? Here it is, 
and his utterance should be read witli 
the closest attention by all opponents of 
remedial legislation : 

The Remedial Mill was equivalent to a 
judgment, and iff. judge was deciding as 
to the ownership of a piece of land he 
ought not to give judgment for half of 
it. when he believed the suitor was en- 
titled to tho whole. Ho respected the 
judgment of the Privy Council as much 
as anyone. That judgment had decided 
that the minority had heen deprived of 
three rights, and of these the most im- 
portant, in his opinion, was the right to 
share in the provincial fund for educa- 
tional purposes. He defied Mr. Taillon 
and hisfriemlH to say that the Remedial 
Bill restored to Catholics this right. The 
funds arose from lands devoted to edu- 



cational purposes, and were the proper- 
ty of the Catholics as much as of the 
Protestants. To puss a bill which failed 
to restore this right was, in his opinion, 
to deprive them of their rights. 

So, according to this eminent French- 
Canadian lawyer, the Government's 
Remedial Bill, which respected the 
right of the Manitoba Legislature to dis-

ture to give the schools of the minority 
a share of the provincial fund tor edu- 
cational purposes, thus taking from the 
province one of the most important and 
the most precious of its constitutional 
rights, namely, the right to dispose of 
its revenue. If Mr. Geoffrion is a mem- 
ber of the majority of the next House of 
Commons he must insist upon this cur- 
tailment of the power of the Manitoba 
Legislature, which many of its inhab- 
itants will very properly regard as an 
outrage. Cannot our readers see that 
the anti-coercionists who support Mr. 
Laurier must be shameless hypocrites? 

A TARIFF FOR REVENUE. 

The Hon. Mr. Laurier's late pro- 
nouncement in favor of a tariff for 
revenue — a tariff from which the ele- 
ment of protection is carefully elimin- 
ated — has had the effect of transforming 
a warm political friend into an active 
and determined political opponent. The 
Montreal Star was that friend ; it is now 
that opponent. The Star since Mr. 
Laurier's letter to Mr. Bertram appear- 
ed has come out as a zealous as it is an 
able advocate of the National Policy. Its 
articles on the subject of a revenue tariff 
are vigorous and well-reasoned. They show 
clearly that moderate protection is what 
the Dominion requires, and that a 
revenue tariff is what it does net want. 
Its issue of the 1 1th contains an excel- 
lent article on the subject, from which 
we take the following passages: 

" Revenue tariff," now condemned by 
its original supporters, is getting its 
death blow in the United States. The 
Democrats tried a " revenue " tariff and 
almost bankrupted the nation, as every 
farmer, every mechanic, every merchant 
and every manufacturer in the Union 
sadly knows. Ts it at all likely that the 
people oi Canada are willing to risk a 
season of " revenue" tariff madness even 
for a change of government or for the 
chance of avenging many of the govern- 
ment's sins? Sir Richard Cartwright, one 
of the ablest, and we are ready to grant, 
one of the sincerest, while one of the 
most stubborn politicians Canada ever 
produced, would, his friends admit, in- 
sist upon carrying out the " revenue " 
tariff idea, though the country should go 
to the tlogs. A few years of national 
poverty and panic afflicting the Cana- 
dian people such as our American friends 
have been cursed with through their 
"revenue" tariff, would set back the 
trade and commerce of the Dominion 
twenty years, would breed dissatisfac- 
tion with the colonial tie, because dis- 
tress tends to revolution, would breed 
discord, would discourage all kinds of 
business enterprise, and, in all probabil- 
ity disrupt the Dominion with conse- 
quences every true Canadian would de- 
plore, hut which not all Canada could 
redress. A revenue tariff needs only to 
be analyzed impartially to show its utter 

absurdity. 

Let it he borne firmly in mind that a 
'•revenue " tariff means a tariff lowered 
to the point where the outside world can 
profitably to them do the manufacturing 
lor us, and by the substitution of foreign 
goods for home goods bring an assured 
revenue to the Government. On all the 
great things that are consumed it would 
mean relatively little of a saving to the 
Canadian consumer, while it would put 
the wages for making them into the 
hands of Germans, Americans and other 
foreign makers. Canadian manufactur- 
ers of all great staple articles have abun- 
dant home competition, which has kept 
prices low to the farmers, laborers and 
other consumers, while the manu- 
facturers' profit has by home com- 
petition been kept ri tr i 1 1 down to low- 
water mark. The protective tariff has 
held this market lor Canadians. Lower 
the tariff a very little and you wipe out 
the prolit the" Canadian makers have 
had, ami immediately you have 
"revenue" tariff. By this lowering 
nobody in Canada will be benefited to 
an extent expressible in dollars and 
cents to the individual to mean a sul 
Btantial saving, but there is one result 
you will get with a vengeance, you will 
take the bread out of the mouths of 
Canadian mechanics, you will close up 
all the great factories of the Dominion 
you will empty tens of thousands < 
homes of wage earners ; you will reduce 
the tailors' customers, the grocers' pa 
trons, the shoemakers' buyers; you wil 
throw out of work an army of book 
keepers and clerks — in fact, you will 
stop the circulation of a vast amount of 
money, and bring on just such a finan- 
cial crisis as the American nation has 
been desolated with. Can anything be 
more certain than that the so-called 
revenue tariff is rank madness?

It means at once" dividing our small 
market, increasing cost of production, 
destroying the earnings on capital in- 
vested in manufacturing, now averaging 
not more than -I percent. ; it means clos- 
ing at least 75 per cent, of our factories; 
it means bankruptcy; it means a large 
reduction in the value of labor; it means 
an exodus of 50 per cent, of our mechan- 
ics and laborers from tho country, and 
destitution and reduced earnings to 
those that remain ; it means a deprecia- 
tion of real estate in our cities in excess 
of the capital invested in factories; it 
means setting back the country fifteen 
years ; it means, w hen the people come 
to a bettor state of mind, they will re- 
turn to a policy to give value and em- 1 
ployment to labor, and tax themselves 
to furnish capital to bring to life the | 
dead factories, to give value to their un- 
productive real estate. 

The Americans took a moderate free 
trade dose by mistake four years since, 
which they have not yet recovered from, 1 
costint; their country more than their 
civil war, and would have been much 
more disastrous hail not the crisis 
alarmed the Democratic followers, pre- 
venting legislation that they were 
pledged to.

sum he secured for 25 miles as a com- 
mencement of the Mainland section), 
and Mr. Templeman came to the broad 
and statesmanlike conclusion that " It 
don't anpear to me that that is exactly 
enough-money to build the British Paci- 
fic railway." He also again quoted the 
surmise of Mr. Bod well, as of more value 
than tb.e direct statements of that gen- 
tleman's clients respecting their busi- 
ness affairs. Concluding with a pro- 
phecy, Mr. Templeman predicted that 
'• live out of the six, or anyway four out 
uf the live " constituencies in this prov- 
ince outside of Victoria would go to the 
opposition, and he hoped that Victoria 
would not stand alone in favor of the 
government. (There are only four con- 
stituencies in British Columbia outside 
of Victoria.) 

Dr. Mibie made a bid for the ladies' 
support, because bo said he had voted 
for granting them the franchise, for the 
provincial legislature. He then wres- 
tled with the school question in his own 
peculiar way, asserting that there was 
no agreement with the minority in Man- 
itoba (though his leader, Mr. Laurier, 
declares that it was well understood 
when the Manitoba act was passed that 
the separate schools of that province 
should not be interfered with). He 
again strenuously denied that the Lib- 
erals advocate free trade, though he 
added " we believe in wiping out tho 
protective principle in the tariff as it 
now exists." Coming down to particu- 
lars, die would remedy the present dis- 
crepancy in the duties on cotton stock- 
ings as compared with those on white 
satin dresses! and he would take the 
duties oil' the necessaries of life and 
otherwise increase the free list. He 
would also give the manufacturers free 
machinery (but without protection many 
of them would havt no use for machin- 
ery). Dr. Milne in conclusion thought 
that " this is the tightest contest in 
British Columbia," but hoped for elec- 
tion on the 23rd of June. As a post- 
script, he came forward again to speak 
of something that he said be 
bad forgotten — the British Paci- 
fic — again proclaiming himself as 
having been its ''steady company" 
from way back; and ho pretended to 
quote from Mr. Ritbet to the effect that 
the E. & X. railway has nothing to do 
with the British Pacific! He declared 
himself against land subsidies to rail- 
ways and in favor of giving this one 
more money and less land than asked 
by the company from the provincial 
government. And he proceeded to hold 
Messrs. Prior and Karlo responsible for 
a letter which be saiil bad been written 
by Mr. Bodwell us solicitor for the com- 
pany, suggesting that the tax on China- 
men imported to build the road should 
be remitted. 

The chairman here invited anyone who 
unshed to speak on behalf of the 
government to come forward now. After 
the experience of the previous evening 
it was not surprising that no Liberal 
Conservative speaker would go upon the 
Grit platform, and the invitation passed 
unheeded. 

M r. A . Martin came forward amidst 
hisses. He made the school question 
his specialty. There being something 
of an exodus from the hall towards 
the (dose of this address, the chair- 
man gave a pressing invitation to the 
audience to remain. " If you'll wait a 
few minutes Mr. Martin will soon close," 
he said, "and there is an interesting 
speaker to follow." 

Mr. 1). G. McDonell, of Vancouver, 
was introduced by the chairman as an 
ex-member of parliament from North 
Lanark, wdio bad been turned out by a 
gerrymander. The gentleman in his 
opening remarks sought to excuse him- 
self for the affront he had offered the 
previous evening to a Liberal-Conserva- 
tive speaker he had invited to the plat- 
form, by explaining that "I didn't know 
it was a crime to relate an anecdote." 
Then he took five minutes to complain 
about having been referred to in tho 
Colonist as "imported talent," and 
instituted between himself and tho 
Conservative delegates sent from Van- 
couver during the bye-election, a com- 
parison that he did not intend to be fav- 
orable to them. In the course of his

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Tram Service Resumed This Morn- 
ing' on James Bay Bridge Un- 
der New Regulations. 

The City Council Decide to Erect a 
Pile-Carried Structure at 
Point ISUise. 



As a result of yesterday's special meeting 
of the City Council, tranicar service ucrcm 
the James Bay bridge will be resumed this 
"morning under now and explicit regula- 
tions for the preservation of the public 
safety, and at the same time the work of 
constructing a new" bridge over Victoria 
Arm, just to the south of the Point KHice 
bridge, will lie initiated. The new struc- 
ture will be carried by cupper-covered piles, 
and reserved for pedestrians and ordinary 
rehicular traffic only — not' tram cars. Six 
weeks or two months at the latest will be 
required for its completion, and the cost, 
according to an estimate formed by the 
City Engineer, will be in the neighborhood 
Of . r 5.200. 

It was for the purpose of further dis- 
cussing the subject of permanently restor- 
ing communication between the two sec- 
tions of the city disconnected by the acci- 
dent to the Point Kllice bridge that yester- 
day's council meeting was held. The 
Mayor presided, ami Aldermen Williams, 
Macmillan, Humphrey, Marchant and 
Glover formed the board. The discussion 
took place on four alternative propositions, 
the merits and demerits <>( each 
of which were debated at length 
—to obtain the right of use by 
vehicles of the E. A: N, railway 
bridge, to build a new cantilever bridge 
from t lie foot of Johnson street to the In- 
dian reservation as suggested in the letter 
of Air. H. S. Fairall, to restore Point Kllice 
bridge by piling in the destroyed span, or 
to substitute an entirely new bridge lor the 
fallen structure. 

The hitter course was eventually decided 
upon, though temporal y permission for 
vehicles to cross over the railway bridge 
may be sought until the new bridge is com- 
pleted, as a matter of convenience to the 
residents of Victoria West. 

In connection with t lie catastrophe at 
Point Kllice bridge, notice was formally 
given by Aid. Partridge that at thu next 
meeting of the council he will move "that 
the Mayor be requested to obtain forthwith 
the opinion of sir Christopher Robinson, 
Q. C, of Toronto, or other eminent coun- 
sel, as to the position and liability of the 
city with regard to the Point Kllice bridge 
disaster, and when such opinion is obtained 
to instruct the city solicitor to be governed 
thereby." 

dh '.t-gard to the desirability of reopening 
the James Bay bridge to tram car traffic a 
conference had been held in the morning 
between the representatives of the Consoli- 
dated Electric Railway Co. and the special 
committee of the. council. The outcome of 
this interview was reported to the council 

meeting later in the day, being embodied 
in a communication from the company's 
solicitors, in which it was proposed to cross 
the bridge with the smaller car.-, only; to 
carry in each not more than 30 people 
while crossing the bridge; to run the 
icars while on the bridge ut a speed not 
•greater than four miles per hour; and to 
allow n distance between cars of nut less 
than 200 feet. 

Tliese regulations were accepted by the 
council without prejudice to the rights and 
claims of the city, and the barricades 
against the cars, hi so far at least as .lames 
Bay bridge is concerned, will be removed 
forthwith. 

Several communications next came be- 
fore the council in the usual course, one of 
these being from Mr. II. Dallas Helmcken, 
51. 1'.!'.. pointing nut tin 1 danger and incon- 
venience to pedestrians in crossing the thus 
by the present dilapidated foot bridge on 
the Songhees reservation. As the work of 
constructing a ntw bridge has already been 
commenced this letter was ordered to be 
acknowledged and (tied. 

One member of the board in passing, 
complained that city bicyclists— three thai 
lie knew of— were making a practice ol 
riding at breakneck speed over this frail 
foot bridge, to the great danger of them- 
selves and pedestrians. 

In reply to this. Aid. (Hover, who is him- 
self a cyclist, directed the board to have a 
look at the bridge. The most expert 
wheelman would hardly venture to speed 
over a bridge where his riding space is con- 
fined to a plank twelve inches wide. 

The final business of the day was the 
passing of reports from the streets and the 
finance committees, the latter including the 
bills of the city undertakers fur the inter- 
ment of victims of the bridge disaster.

Skeena River dinners Come to an Under- 
standing With Their Dissatisfied 
Fishermen. 

At daylight yesterday the Barbara 
lioscowitz got in from the North, bring- 
ing a part cargo of salmon, and the fol- 
lowing among her passengers: J. A. 
Thomson, Miss Woodruff, F. Elanley, 
ami two Vancouver surveyors, from 
Unina Hat. The Boscowitz reports that 
the strike on the Skeena river, declared 
by I he fishermen early in thu season for 
higher wages is now oil', and that the 
work suspended has been in progress for 
two weeks.. A compromise brought the 
peace about between cannery managers 
and employes, the latter now receiving 
35 cents apiece forj toekeye and 7 cents 
each for spring salmon, or an advance of 

10 cents and 1 cent respectively, 

011 old wages. The crew of the 
steamer think it very nroblemtitieul 
whether the 35-cent "lay" will prove 
satisfactory. The fishermen, they say, 
were doing considerable grumbling when 
they were on the river, and threatened 
another strike mi the loth, when the 
sockeye Season began, unless still higher

The other two w hich cleared are 
the Ocean Hover, Captain Buckholtz, 
and Kate, Captain Strongsen.

" NOT A BUSINESS MAN." 

Results of the Methods of the Governmer. 
oi Which Mr. Laurier Was a 
Member. 

(From the Toronto Mail and Empire.) 

Mr. Laurier was never more truthful 
than when he declared in parliament 
that he is not a business man. For the 
last few weeks he lias moreover been 
diligently emphasizing the fact by advo- 
cating proposals that any man of bust 
ness can see at a moment are diametri 
cally opposed to each other. While be 
is in opposition Mr. Laurier's unbusi- 
nesslike propensities can do the country 
no more harm than to make himself and 
his party supremely ridiculous, but it 
would be a more serious matter to hav 
him in office. 

As the trustee for the people the ad 
ministration has under its control the 
iargest, business interest in the country 
fcr. Laurier was (or a time a member of 
the Mackenzie regime, though as lie 
pleads that he is not a business man he 
may expect to bo excused for its follies. 
Jiis present business partner, Sir 
Richard Cart-wright, was, however, the 
finance minister during that depressed 
period of our history, when he earned 
the title from friend and foe of the 
mixer and muddler, 

The Liberals took office on November 
7, 1S73, when the financial year was four 
months old, or one-third spent. For the 
previous year the Conservatives bad ex- 
pended $19,474,647, but for the first fis- 
cal vearol Sir Richard's regime the out- 
lay reached $23,316,316. This increased 
rate of expenditure was maintained and 
augmented during the entire time the 
Liberals remained in office, while to the 
public debt they added $40,000,000. 
There is very little to show to-day for 
this enormous outlay except abandoned 
canals and the remains of steel rails that 
never were used. 

Not being business men the Liberals 
spent lavishly and to no purpose. Tin 
money they borrowed was paid for at an 
enormous rate of interest. I luring the 
Mackenzie period the average rate paid 
on the public debt was o 1 ., per cent., 
whereas to-day we pay on an average 
about 3% per cent. It may lie said 
that since then rates of interest hav 
been reduced the world over, but that 
does not help the Liberals, beca 
while Canada borrows it also lends. Let 
us then examine the story told by our 
investments. 

When the Liberals took office we real- 
ized $840,886 a year from investments 
all of which went to reduce taxation 
When they left office the income, tbrougl 
bungling mismanagement, was $592,500 
In 1895 the income from investments 
was $1,336,046. The fact is that when 
the Liberals administered the assets of 
Canada they obtained interest at only 
one and a half per cent., whereas under 
the Conservatives these investments 
have yielded three and a quarter per 
cent, and more. Thus we see that when 
the Liberals wanted money they 
borrowed at live and a quarter percent., 
but when they had funds to lend they 
could not tret more than one anil a hall 
per cent. This goes a good way towards 
substantiating Mr. Laurier's statement 
that, like Sir Richard, lie is not a busi 
ness man. 

We know that the Intercolonial, which 
lately yielded a surplus <d' $20,000 in a 
year, cost the country ifoUO.OOO per an 
num under the Liberal regime. W< 
know that since they gave place to a 
businesslike administration the revenue 
from the post office lias doubled, the 
income from the government railways 
has more than doubled, the rate of 
interest on the public debt has been 
enormously reduced, while at the same 
time our investments have yielded a 
vautly greater income. These great in- 
terests cannot safely he confided to a 
gentleman who, though he can make 
pleasant phrases and kiss pretty little 
girls very nicclv, is, on his own confes- 
sion, not a business man, because every 
cent that is brought into the public 
treasury in this way goes to reduce the 
taxation, which must bo levied whether 
it is done indirectly under protection or 
wrung out of the people themselves by 
means of a revenue tariff.

CLOSING OF THE SCHOOLS. 

The Board of Trustees Complete the Pro- 
gramme for the Commencement 
Exercises. 

Preparations for the closing of the 
city schools for the midsummer vacations 
we're disposed of by the board of trustees 
at a special meeting yesterday , the princi- 
pals attending also hy special invitation. 
The propriety of using the assembly rooms 
lor any id' the closing exercises was dis- 
posed of in the following communication 
From the City Building Inspector, Mr. \V. 
\V. Northcott, who had been asked as to 
the safety of the premises mentioned : 

" Having been requested by Trustee Mc- 
Micking to examine as to the safety of the 
assembly rooms, etc., of the undermen- 
tioned schools, I would respectfully report 
as follows: With regard to the assembly 
room at the Central school, 1 am of the 
same opinion as 1 was in November last, 
namely, that the exits are so had as to make 
the place unlit Cor a large gathering, and it 
is not a sale place for a packed audience. 
With respect to the assembly room of the 
North Ward school, 1 find that by the 
shrinkage of the timber in the main prin- 
cipal beams, they have crowded the side 
braces down on the two side walls, so t hat 
the walls are sprung between one 
and two inches on the east side 
and about an inch on the west 
side, between the tower and the corner. It 
will be necessary to have some heavy holts 
put through the wall, with large washers, 
and bolted fast to the beams oil the inside, 
Which 1 understand go right across the 
building so as to make the building perfect- 
ly secure. I see bv the crack between the 
wall and ceiling that the wall bus gone 
about a quarter of an inch since I inspect- 
ed the building last year. 1 therefore do 
not think it advisable to use the assembly 
room until it is made secure; although i 
think the timber llKS done shrinking there 
is a doubt of its safety. With re- 
spect to the stairs in the building I 
would recommend that the plaster be taken 
from the sotlits, all the risers nailed to the 
treads and re-blocked, and that the sotlits 
be lined with narrow tongue and grove 
boards, winch will make a much better job 
of them. We found, in the one examined, 
that the newel post was not, let into the 
trimmer joist at al I. and the risers are not 
nailed to the treads. We also visited the 
South Ward school, and found everything 
in good order so fur as the streneth id' the 
building is concerned. I might say that the 
front entrance doors on each side of the 
main entrance should be made to open out- 
wards." 

This report was tiled by the board . and 
after discussion the appended programme 
wits decided upon for the closing exercises: 

South Puik school— In the South Park 
school building, Monday morning. 

North Ward school— III the city hall, 
Monday nfternoon. 

Spring IMdge school — In the Spring Ridge 
scl I room, Tuesday morning. 

Victoria West school — At Semple's hall, 
Victoria West, Tuesday afternoon. 

Boys' Central school At the Pemberton 
gymnasium, Wednerday morning. 

Girl's Central school— Al the Pcmberton 
gymnasium, Wednesday uftern i. 

High school— At the Pemberton gymna- 
sium, Thursday. 

The special committee to whom was re- 
ferred the subject, of insurance upon the 
school buildings and furniture, reported 
thai in their opinion it is advisable that the 
insurance upon the buildings be taken out 
in the name of the corporation, the regis- 
tered owner of the properties, while the in- 
surance upon the furniture is rightly in the 
name of the board. 

Alterations and repairs recommended by 
the committee were referred to the commit- 
tee with jiower to act.

The farmers o( Sannich turned out in 
goodly numbers last night to attend the 
meeting held in the agricultural hall in 
the interests of Mr. James Jluggart, the 
Liberal Conservative candidate for Van- 
couver District. It was easily to be 
seen, by the unanimity of the ap- 
plause bestowed on Mr. Haggart, 
that the farmers of Saanich ap- 
prove of the liberal Conservative 
policy of protection; and though 
they patiently allowed Senator Mclnnes 
to have his little say in the interest of 
his son, the opposition candidate, they 
laughed gooil Immorally at him and 
dissented with no uncertain voice from 
his views. As Mr. Haggart himself ex- 
pressed it tie likes to have the worthy 
Senator at his meetings for the straight- 
forward steady policy of the Liberal 
Conservatives shows all the better in 
contrast with the opposition speakers. 
The meeting opened by the choice of 
Mr. Edw'.n John as chairman, who 
briefly called upon Mr. Haggart to speak. 

Mr. James Haggart amid a round of 
applause took the platform and made a 
short, telling address which was very 
well received. They were all aware, he 
said, that his name had been before 
them for the last tew months us a candi- 
date for the coming election. Now that 
he hud been first in the field he decided 
to remain as a candidate. He might as- 
sure them, too, that from his observa- 
tion the district was a Liberal-Conserv- 
tivo one, he was quite sure of that. 
(Applause.) He would first devote bis 
attention to some misrepresentations of 
Mr. Mclnnes, his opponent, who at 
Nanaimo had stated that the farmers 
were only protected from 17 to 21) orL'l 
per cent, in the tariff while they 
were taxed 10 per cent, by the tariff for 
the manufactured articles which they 
i in ported for their use in the way oi 
clothing, etc. Mr. Haggart wished them 
to know that all the ordinary necessar- 
ies of life, such aa clothing, that the 
farmers used could be and wore made in 
Canada, and were as reasonable as else- 
where in price. (Applause). Mr. Mc- 
lnnes had also stated that the farmers oi 
Eastern Canada dill not want, protection, 
and in reply to that quoted from a letter 
sent to Mr. Laurier byUntaiio farmers ask- 
ing that protection should be continued. 
Mr. Haggart went on to, prove; that since 
the N. I . had been put in force the Con- 
servatives had gradually reduced the 
tariff on all the necessaries, showing 
that they were doing just what was 
wanted by the country, viz., taking the 
taxes off necessaries and putting them 
on the luxuries used by the rich. Deal- 
ing with the Grit objection that the sub- 
sidizing of the Australian steamers hud 
been the means of bringing quantities of 
canned mutton into the province, Mr. 
Haggart read the oilicial figures that had 
been given at other meetings, showing 
how small a quantity] had come and 
that in fact that neither mutton nor 
butter was now being imported from 
Australia. From his own experience he 
knew that there had been little or no 
sale for the canned mutton. While, 
however, these steamers had been run- 
ning immense quantities of Cana- 
dian produce and flour had been 
taken trom Canada to Australia. Mr. 
Mclnnes had claimed that Mi . Laurier 
had intended to keep on protection for 
the farmers here, but that the farmers 
in the East did not want protection, lie 
would like Mr. Mclnnes to explain thai ; 
for the speaker believed that the fann- 
ers in the East needed protection ju-t as 
much as the farmers here. (Applause.) 
Mr. Haggart went on to read the reports 
of American' consuls in Canada to iln-ir 
government, stating thai it was only the 
tariff that prevented the Americans from 
finding a big market for their farm pro- 
duce on this side of the line. 
The Conservative party when they came 
into power in 1878 bud inaugurated a 
system of moderate protection for Can- 
adian industries, and that had been their 
policy ever since. The people would 
never put the Liberal party in power so 
long as the Liberal-Conservatives kept 
up their present policy of protection. 
(Applause.) The Liberal-Conservatives 
had adhered to the policy o( building up 
the country and inaugurating great pub- 
lic works, building canals and helping 
railways: yet in all this they had been 
opposed by the Liberals. There bad 
been a great cry of corruption by the 
Liberals, who, however, neglected to 
look at home. He, as a working man 
and a farmer among them, asked them 
to send him to Ottawa to represent them. 
He had lived a long time among them 
and thought he understood their wants 
well, for he was in touch with their in- 
terests. (Applause.) For the present 
he would make way for Senator Mclnnes 
so as to allow him to present the Liberal 
side of the question. 

Senator Midlines being given half an 
hour to speak, complained that he would 
only be getting wanned up in half an 
hour. He noticed that Mr. Haggart had 
not mentioned the school question. 
(Voices, " 0, never mind the school 
question.") 

Mr. Haggart — I have not yet finished 
and will deal with the school question 
later. 

Amid many cries of dissent Senator 
Mclnnes saiii that the government had 
misled the people on that subject. The 
Senator then took up the trade question 
and argued that the Conservative gov- 
ernment had gone down on their knees 
to the Americans to renew the reciproc- 
ity treaty in force before 1800. He next 
proceeded to abuse Sir Charles Tapper, 
saying it was a disgrace that he should 
be leading the government of Canada. 
He reiterated the stock saying of the op- 
position that the C.P.R. had the govern- 
ment by the throat and so had the man- 
ufacturers, and that tho Liberal-Con- 
Bervatiuea were always ready to sacrifice 
the poor farmer, and were his 
"avowed and concealed enemy." 
He proceeded in this strain for some 
time, but Anally acknowledged that it 
was impossible to have free trade in 
Canada — in fact it was perfectly absurd. 
Ho next predicted that the Liberals 
would come into power on the 23rd and, 
amid loud laughter andcries of "No, no,"

He went on to say he would do his best 
to oppose the National Policy as loti p; as 
hewasable, and would try to eliminate 
it from the statute book. After saying 
that it would be a disgrace if "the 
industries of Canada could not compete 
with those of the United States on their 
own merits, he turned round and said he 
only meant that manufactures should 
be free, but that the farmers should be 
protected. The Canadian farmers had 
twice as much to ship as those of the 
United States. (Voices — "Not here.") 
He meant on the other side of the Rock- 
ies, he hastened to say. Duties were to 
be taken off the products of the Eastern 
farmer i( the Liberals came into power, 
but the British Columbia farmers were 
to be protected. He repeated his objec- 
tion to the subsidy paid by the Dominion 
to afford British Columbia steamship 
communication with Australia. Here 
the Senator discovered that he had fully 
taken Up his half hour, and amid much 
laughter announced that hehad not been 
abie to deal with the school question. 

Mr. Hasrjtart in closing the discussion 
said Senator Mclnnes had spoken for 
half an hour and yet had said nothing. 
He proceeded to deal with the Senator's 
speech, quoting (acts and figures which 
utterly destroyed the Senator's conten- 
tions. He showed how the Liberals had 
increased the public debt during their 
short time in power, and without any 
great public works to show for it. (A 
Voice, "Yes, and were only going to 
give us a wagon road through the 
Rockies "). 

Mr. Haggart quoted from Mr. Laur- 
ier's speech at Newmarket to show 
that the Libera] leader had said 
that when he got into power his 
aim was to sweep away protection so 
that not a vestige of it would remain. 
(A voice, "That's the Grit policy." 
Laughter.) Mr. Hagurart continued that 
they nil knew his ideas on the school 
question as laid down in his election ad- 
dress. He was not in favor of separate 
schools as they knew. He closed bis re- 
marks by saying that if elected he would 
always be at the service of the district, 
and would he ready to consult with them 
on matters relating to their local inter- 
ests. (Applause.) 

The meeting closed with a vote of 
than ks to the chair.

No Fooling With Free Trade. 

The electors of the Tolmie Estate and 
its neighborhood had a good meeting 
last evening, in the school house, to 
hear addresses from the Liberal-Con- 
servative candidates and their sup- 
porters. Mr. Win. Graham was the 
chairman, He tirst called upon the 
venerable favorite Hon. Dr. Heluicken, 
who gave an interesting address on the

Hon. E. G. Prior referred to the con 
temptible misrepresentation of the Lib- 
eral-Conservative candidates daily in- 
dulged in by the Times, mentioning 
particularly the liritish Paeilic editor 
ml efforts in its edition of yesterday 
He tbotiL'ht the publishers of that paper 
must be hard up for arguments when 
they have to resort to abusive epithets 
and apply the term "liar" to everyone 
whose ideas do not correspond with their 
own. He noticed, too, that he was be- 
ing attiicked in a scries of anonymous 
let ters in tnat newspaper, and he wished 
to say that he did not for a moment be- 
lieve that the signatures to those letters 
truthfully describe the writers. 

Mr. J. W. Carey was next called upon, 
and again delivered a rousing adtlress, 
interesting and to the point, showing 
how hollow are the superior preten- 
sions of the Liberals, and the danger 
to which their tariff policy would expose 
the country. lie thought it, would be 
utter folly to give them any encourage- 
ment from this constituency. 

Mr. Russell followed, closing the pro- 
gramme with a timely speech on the 
advantages of British connection and its 
development by means of preferential 
trade, and pointing out that Canadians 
have a duty to Canada also — to protect 
the industries of this Dominion.

Some Improvement Noticeil in General Busi- 
ness—Potatoes and Ecgs Rising 
in Value. 

Notwithstanding the proximity of the 
elections retailers report business bet- 
ter this week than for several previous 
weeks, the special animation being found 
in the provision stores. Within the last 
few days tho Cowichan creamery butter 
has made its appearance in the market,, 
the quantity being as yet very limited, 
but the quality being spoken of very 
favorably by merchants and consumers. 
The first lot was readily disposed of at 
25 cents pur pound. Potatoes are ad- 



vancing rapidly in price, and some of the 
best now sell at iff per sack. Eggs have 
also advanced a little, scarcity of the 
fresh product, being reported in some 
quarters. In the fruit market there will 
probably be an all-round reduction in 
prices this week. Strawberries, goose- 
berries and apricots are becoming more 
plentiful, and consequently depreciating 
in value. Merchants find it a little hard 
to obtain a good supply of cherries, 
owing, seemingly, to a shortage in the 
California crop. Several of their orders 
have only been half filled, and it is sel- 
dom that they nre satisfactorily at- 
tended to.
